ANOTHER BRAINERD HOV MAKES GOOD 


In a letter to The D i s p a t c h , L. IM. Willcuts, Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue at St. Paul, writes: “I am enclosing herewith an 
editorial, written by the editor of the Duluth Herald, concerning 
a former Brainerd boy, the Hon. Charles R. Nash, who is making 
a great record in the Internal Revenue Bureau at Washington 
D. C. You will note that he has been paid very high complements 
by two of the foremost congressmen who now represents the peo­ 
ple of this country in congress. 
“Brainerd and its people no doubt will be interested in know­ 
ing what one of their former sons is accomplishing.” 
The Herald editorial follows: 
It has been noticeable of late that the government at Wash­ 
ington has found that whet* it needs a good man it is pretty likely 
to get him if it looks to Minnesota. 
Among others, it has taken 
a justice of the supreme court and a secretary of state from this 
rich source of material. 
But another Minnesota boy is making good in Washington 
whose.career may not he so well known as those of Justice Butler 
and Secretary of State Kellogg. 
This is Charles R. Nash, a for­ 
mer Brainerd boy, who was chief deputy to Internal Revenue Col­ 
lector Willcuts until the department at Washington took note of 
his good work and called him there to a larger field. 
Mr. Nash is now assistant commissioner of internal revenue 
and deputy in charge of income taxes, and his Minnesota friends 
will be glad to note that the high regard in which he is held has 
been rather conspicuously demonstrated on two recent occasions. 
In a report of hearings before a subcommittee on appropria­ 
tions appears this comment by Congressman Martin Madden of 
Illinois, who was chairman of the subcommittee: 
We l ow take up the internal revenue service. 
I will say one 
tiling for you, Mr. Nash, and I do not mind saying it. or tho record. 
I think you have made a good record, and you are one of .lie best 
officials the government has. 
On another occasion, at a recent session of the house, Chair­ 
man Green of the house committee on ways and means took oc­ 
casion to explain that he had made a mistake in crediting Solici­ 
tor Gregg of the internal revenue department for a very impor­ 
tant improvement in the administration of the income tax law. 
Said Chairman Green: 
I urn now informed by Mr. Gregg, who does not wish to take my 
credit that does not belong to him. that this important reform was 
inaugurated by che income tax division over which the very efficient 
chief, Mr. Nash, presides —a gentleman of grout ability and one whom 
J desire to specially commend. 
Minnesota, which takes pride in the successful careers of all 
its sons, will lie glad to hear that one of them, whom it knew as 
a boy in Brainerd and later tis an exceedingly efficient chief deputy 
in the collector’s office, has so impressed himself upon those high 
in authority in Washington. 


II ( ’GE CAH ONDEK EON ST. I EOI O 


A $5,000,000 car building program has been announced for 
St. Cloud by the Great Northern railway company. 
As men­ 
tioned by the St. Cloud Daily Journal-Press, the fail way company 
has adopted the policy of having as much of its car building done 
in St. Paul and St. Cloud as possible to keep its own shops busy 
with a full .force of men at work and to help build up a new in­ 
dustry there. 
When it was learned that the Siems-Stembel Co. of St. Cloud 
could compete with large eastern manufacturers it was given the 
large contract of building 3,000 underframes. 
The policy of the Great Northern is to be commended when 
it is considered there are some other northwestern railroads that 
farm out their contracts and let Chicago and other centers build 
their box cars and other equipment. When a railroad patronizes 
the territory it traverses, it helps to build up its own line. 
Brainerd shops at one time were given a contract for 1,000 
box cars and executed the contract to the perfect satisfaction of 
the Northern Pacific. In 1900 we turned out 1,000 such new cars 
at the rate of one car per hour. 
Our Chamber of Commerce, Rotary, Lions clubs, Business 
Men’s association should get busy and induce the railway com­ 
pany to again build such box cars, when required, at Brainerd. 
We did a good job in 1906 and the Northern Pacific should be 
constantly reminded that Brainerd is anxious to build more cars 
and has a record of doing the work well. 


SHOE LAYOFFS 


O n e things is unfortunate, and that is that shop layoffs gen­ 
erally come at a time of year when a man needs work the most. 
In the summer time when work is plentiful and the harvest fields 
and other centers are competing, you hardly ever hear of a rail­ 
way layoff. 
But in the late fall or early winter the shop layoff generally 
occurs, and just at the time when a man is hustling to meet his 
coal bill, extra clothing bill, etc. 
Some learned economist or statistician in railway employ 
should figure out a more equitable system of employment. 
Win­ 
ter, when it is mild and open like the present one, greatly assists 
the railway company by saving their equipment and accordingly 
cuts down extra work at the shops. 
In this case, the very ele­ 
ments work to cut down employment for the shopmen.

The Legion or Honor, the famous 
French order, was instituted by Na­ 
poleon Bonaparte when he was first 
consul, May 19, 1802. 
Although this 
order 
confers 
honors 
upon 
distin­ 
guished civil servants of the state and 
eminent benefactors of humanity, it is 
provided that three-flfths of all the 
medals awarded must go to the offi­ 
cers and men of the army and navy. 
During the World war thousands of 
the medals of tile legion were award­ 
ed to soldiers and public servants. 
There are now five classes, the Grand 
cross being the highest. 
Many American and British citizens 
received the medal of the Legion of 
Honor, and immediately after the war 
it was also conferred upon the mili­ 
tary leaders of the allies of France.
